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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by JP 63- 
28926. JP 63-38926 shows an armrest apparatus comprising a fixed shaft (23) fixed to a seat 
frame (20); a rotation plate (26a) integrally connected to an armrest body (26) and having a 
tubular portion (25) into which the fixed shaft is inserted, so that the tubular portion is rotatably 
supported on the fixed shaft. A lock spring (28) is wound tightly on outer peripheral surfaces of 
a part of the fixed shaft and the tubular portion of the rotation plate in a free condition, one end 
of the lock spring being formed into a fixing-side hook (28b) retained by the rotation plate, while 
the other end thereof being formed into a free-side hook (28a); a cancellation block (38) is 
rotatably mounted on a pivot shaft (40), the pivot shaft being fixedly mounted on the rotation 
plate in parallel to the fixed shaft, and is disposed adjacent to the free-side hook; and cam unit 
(31) mounted on a distal end of the fixed shaft and including a lock-canceling cam portion and a 
re-lock cam portion. JP 63-38926 further shows the use of a spring pin (41) mounted on the 
cancellation block, which has a flat portion (the top/front side of the coil spring) for abutting the 
cancellation block. 
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Conclusion

apparatuses.
